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The Elusiveness of Peace 
Boe RS 


EN AND NATIONS have striven 
IV\ throughout the ages to secure 
the benefits of peace. Neverthe- 
less, they have failed to achieve the goal 
they have sought. That is because peace 
is not an abstract virtue but a way of life. 
Isaiah states why peace is so elusive, 
using the illustration of a tumultuous sea 
to portray the condition of those who 
cannot partake of its blessings. “But the 
wicked are like the troubled sea, when it 
cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire 
and dirt. There is no peace, saith my God, 
to the wicked’’ (Isa. 57: 20-21). 

The classification of ‘‘the wicked’’ 
comprises those who refuse to heed the 
Written Word of the Lord and to believe 
all that His prophets have said. In this 
category may be listed every nation today 
and almost all of our national leaders. 
Not one among the present political lead- 
ers has conceded publicly that the solution 
to world problems can be found by a 
return to the Law of the Lord and its 
principles of righteousness. They are 
charged with the handling of national and 
international affairs and yet, in the face of 
the difficulties confronting all nations, 
they are unable to point out the way to 
peace. 

This is due to their failure to consult 
the one source — the Bible — that sets 
forth the path of peace. Instead of turning 
to the Lord and to His word for a solution 
to the problems confronting them, our 
national leaders have turned to the United 
Nations for help to attain the goal they 
seek; that is, universal peace. The result 
is that the UN has been substituted for 
God and in this departure from the faith 
of our forefathers the wickedness of the 
nations and their governmental leaders is 
very great in the sight of the Almighty 
Sovereign of the Universe. 


One is led to wonder if those who 
fawn on the UN as the last hope for world 
peace can ever be brought to a realization 
of the full implications of Isaiah's pre- 
diction: ‘‘For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace’’ (Isa. 9: 6). 

Finally, however, the impotency of 
the UN will be conclusively demonstrated, 
as the overflowing scourge of World War 
III breaks in its full fury, engulfing all 
nations. Then, and only then, will it 
dawn upon men that the ‘Prince of 
Peace’ alone can bring about the blessings 
of economic security and freedom from 
oppression which they seek. When He 
returns in triumphant splendor, the Desire 
of all Nations will have come. ‘Of the 
increase of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of David, 
and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to 
establish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even for ever. The 
zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this’’ (Isa. 9: 7). 

The cornerstone of peace has been laid 
in His Kingdom. The establishment of 
His righteousness will bring in the rule of 
peace, for there is no other way to secure 
its blessings. Until the nations recognize 
the fundamental principle of the justice 
and equity of governmental administration 
as laid down in the Law of the Lord, and 
turn from their evil practices, their striv- 
ings for peace will only bring about an 
increase in turmoil, climaxing in the fear- 
ful destruction of atomic conflict. The hope 
of the world lies in the return of the Prince 
of Peace, for it is He who has the power, 
the authority and the ability to ordain 
peace for us and for all nations.

MEDDLING WITH STRIFE 
So Lonc as the nations of Western Europe remain de- 
pendent upon the Suez Canal for oil to run their in- 
dustry, heat their homes and power their transporta- 
tion, it is imperative that the control of that waterway 
not be subject to the whims of a dictator. 

History has yet to write the full extent of the results 
of American blundering in projecting herself into the 
Middle East controversy to oppose French and British 
moves to oust Nasser from his position of one-man con- 
trol over the Suez Canal. Had our government kept 
out of this situation, at the same time warning Soviet 
Russia to keep hands off, the Canal would now be 
under the management of the West, Nasser would have 
been completely discredited and the Middle East 
would have been stabilized, with Russia foiled in her 
planned moves there. 

Solomon was right when he said: 


“He that passeth by, and meddleth with strife belonging 
not to him, is like one that taketh a dog by the ears.” (Prov. 
26: 17.) 


As the result of our meddling in strife that belonged 
to another (France and Great Britain), President Ei- 
senhower has now found it necessary to risk sending 
American boys into the Middle East in an endeavor to 
resolve the problems there. 

The question naturally arises, Just how are we to 
compel Nasser to recognize the need of administering 
the Suez Canal in the interests of all concerned? Al- 
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ready he threatens to close it to those whom he wishes 
to penalize. If and when the Canal is finally opened, 
will he refrain from using it as a lever to extract ad- 
vantages for himself and for Egypt from the West? 
If he uses the Canal for this purpose, what are we go- 
ing to do about it? 

Will we then follow in the footsteps of France and 
Great Britain and use force to bring Nasser to his 
senses? The Egyptian dictator is no fool and there 
is no reason to suppose he is not cognizant of the fact 
that, by our action where Britain and France were 
concerned, we have tied our own hands so that we 
cannot very well force him to do anything he does not 
want to do or prevent him from acting in a spirit of re- 
venge. In the months ahead Nasser will become more 
and more impossible to deal with. 

The conflict that might have been localized will in- 
deed become global as the result of increasing Soviet 
activity in the Middle East, supported by Egyptian 
intrigue and blackmail. We have the dog by the ears; 
we can neither hang on nor let go and escape the 
consequences.

A MAJOR EVENT SIGN 


MARVELOUS FUTURE events were revealed to the Proph- 
et Daniel and, under oath, the Angel who made com- 
ing things known to him also provided absolute cer- 
tification as to when all that was revealed to the proph-

For the first time in the history of the throne of 
Great Britain, a Prime Minister has resigned under 
circumstances that made his own personal state of poor 
health typical of the plight of the nation. After the 
commencement of the 19th century, modern Israel, 
represented in the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic nations, expand- 
ed their borders as they grew into a nation, a company 
of nations and a great people. Now we are beholding 
the spectacle of a major branch of this people who 
reside in the British Isles having been broken in power 
as a nation. This was the event sign the Angel pre- 
dicted was to be looked for as a prime indication that 
the day had arrived for all that had been foreshown 
to Daniel to have swift fulfillment. 

The authority and power once exercised by Great 
Britain as a world empire have been eclipsed as the 
result of circumstances beyond human control. How- 
ever, lest there be those who will draw the conclusion 
that this situation spells the utter doom of the Com- 
monwealth, the Prophetic Word indicates this “eclipse” 
will be but temporary, but nevertheless destined to 
mark an age coming to its end. It is only natural that 
men unacquainted with prophecy, who are not con- 
versant with the origin and destiny of the Anglo-Saxon 
peoples or aware that the Throne of David is now 
occupied by Queen Elizabeth II, should see in all this 
the apparent end of Great Britain as a world power. 

In an editorial in a daily newspaper at the time of 
the resignation of Anthony Eden as Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, the statement was made: 


“It is epochal because it marked the end of efforts by 
the British to continue as a world power. . . . The sur- 
render of the Eden flesh in the ordeal is significant. The 
illness of the man was significant of the illness of the 


nation.” 


What this editor does not know is that the present 
decline in strength and prestige of the British Com- 
monwealth was in God's purpose in order that He 
might accomplish the fulfillment of His plans. The 
broken power of this once-mighty empire was to occur 
during the time of Divine indignation against the na- 
tions and for the purpose of cleansing His own people 
through judgment so that they might rise again to 
greater heights than were attained before. Because the 
editor failed to understand this, he continued: 


“Britain is no longer the naval power that ruled the waves, 
or the civil power that controlled the destinies of millions 
of human beings in a far-flung realm on which the sun 
never set. The British empire has gone the way of other 
empires. Britain today is another little power, more com- 
parable to Holland or to Spain than to the empire over 
which Victoria reigned.” 


Presuming to be writing an epitaph for a once-great 
empire, this editor is instead actually testifying to the 
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fulfillment of the sign the Angel gave to Daniel under 
oath that the might and power of empire greatness 
would be shattered as a signal of the imminence of the 
completion of the vision of those things which were 
to come to pass. This editor's testimony pinpoints the 
time of fulfillment as the world enters upon a time of 
trouble unequaled by any other since there was a na- 
tion (Dan. 12:1). 

It points to this day also as the time of deliverance 
when a great spiritual awakening is about to sweep 
throughout the length and breadth of Anglo-Saxondom, 
for when the power of the Kingdom has been broken, 
and the enemy has come in like a flood, Isaiah de- 
clares the Spirit of the Lord will lift up a standard 
against him. The statement is then made: 


“The Redeemer shall come to Zion, and unto them 
that turn from transgression in Jacob, saith the Lord.” 
(Isa. 59: 20.) 


According to the Prophet Daniel there is another 
event sign of immeasurable significance in what will 
then take place: 


“Many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall 
awake.” (Dan. 12: 2.) 


The instructions to Daniel thus associated with the 
enemy coming in like a flood are the return of Jesus 
Christ, the resurrection and all that it entails—events 
which are to take place when the power of the Holy 
People has been shattered. When all this comes to pass, 
the call will then be issued for the restoration of the 
shattered power: 


“Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and the glory of the 
Lord is risen upon thee.” (Isa. 60: 1.) 


With the issuing of this summons, the Kingdom peo- 
ple will arise to new heights of power in this day of 
restoration. Isaiah foretells what the results will be: 


“The Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to the 
brightness of thy rising.” (Isa. 60: 3.) 


Thus it is to the brightness of their rising—that is, to 
their restoration as a great and mighty people—that 
the nations will again turn to them and pay homage. 
Notice also Isaiah’s comment: 


“The sons also of them that afflicted thee shall come 
bending unto thee; and all they that despised thee shall 
bow themselves down at the soles of thy feet.” (Isa. 60: 
14.) 


God has not forsaken His people, but through the 
pressure of attrition He is moving to compel their re- 
turn to Him so that they may awaken to the need of 
restoring the administration of His laws in order that 
He may bless them with an abundance of prosperity. 
Following that they will be used of Him to bring genu- 
ine peace to all the nations of the world.

POINT OF NO RETURN 


THERE COMES a time in the affairs of men and nations 
when decisions are made from which there is no turn- 
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ing back. Likewise the lack of decisive action at a crit- 
ical moment may so alter over-all trends that the point 
of no return will have been reached. Either or both of 
these potential possibilities may be found to apply in 
the present rapidly developing world crisis. 

Is the inflationary erosion reaching that stage in our 
nation from which it will be impossible to extricate 
ourselves? Did Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey 
reflect the seriousness of present trends when he 
warned of a “depression that will curl your hair’? 
There are unmistakable signs of impending trouble on 
the economic front as well as where other international 
relationships are concerned. But very likely it will have 
to strike in force before many will awaken to its full 
import. 

When the great city of Babylon was about to come 
to a violent end, the finger of a man’s hand appeared 
and wrote on the plaster of the king’s palace the fateful 
words that signalled the end of the Kingdom (Dan. 5). 
Today Babylon the Great (the symbolical title of the 
present world economic system) is beholding the ap- 
pearing of the shadowy outlines of the handwriting that 
will one day stand out in bold relief upon the wall of 
its economic structure, signalling the doom of welfare 
statism and all the attendant maladministration. 

King Belshazzar and his court were unable to un- 
derstand the meaning of the writing upon the wall 
(Dan. 5: 25-28) and equally so today our national 
leaders are failing to comprehend how the weighing 
and numbering of the modern ungodly system will 
decide its fate. God has numbered the days of this 
Babylonian system, has weighed its economy in the 
balances of justice and has found it wanting in every 
respect. The present world order has engendered wide- 
spread oppressiveness and pyramided the practice of 
inequities, with an accompanying host of inevitable 
forms of suffering and privation under its regimenta- 
tion. 

Already the value of the dollar has been cut ap- 
proximately 50% since 1939 and the end point of its 
depreciation is nowhere near. Spiraling increases in 
taxes are the order of the day, for there is no such 
thing as “government money.” Every penny the gov- 
ernment spends is money taken from the individual 
citizen in the form of taxes. 

Social security has added over $10,000,000,000 to our 
national budget in the last ten years. As more in- 
dividuals become eligible to receive their allotments, 
the cost will increase in proportion. It is estimated that 
the total bill for the welfare state in a twelve-year 
period has climbed (in round numbers) from $7,000,- 
000,000 to $34,000,000,000. When to this is added the 
amounts paid for welfare by cities and states, the 
figure is nearer $50,000,000,000 per year, with the costs 
increasing as the years roll by. 

History reveals that no nation has ever survived the 
institution of a welfare state. Yet those earlier experi- 
ences among nations and empires were insignificant 
in comparison with the objective epitomized by the 
grandiose slogan so often employed to laud the present 
administration program to provide social security “from 
the cradle to the grave.” 

For those who can see, and read, and understand, 
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the meaning of this modern writing upon the wall of 
the present world economic structure is clear. When 
the burden of taxation finally becomes intolerable— 
and it most certainly will; when individual incentive is 
completely destroyed—and we are fast approaching 
that day; then the collapse of the welfare state will be 
inevitable. With its demise will pass into oblivion all 
for which it stands. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the present economy 
cannot forever bear the growing burden of continually 
increasing taxation. It is only a matter of time now— 
a very short time—when we will have reached the point 
of no return. Then the fate which the system cannot 
escape will overtake it. All this is confirmed by the 
prophets of the Lord and it is vividly depicted by the 
Apostle John in the 18th chapter of the Book of Revela- 
tion, the final book of the Scriptures.

CONFIRMING THE SCRIPTURES 


A PORTION OF the Dead Sea Scrolls that records a 
squabble between Lamech and his wife at the time of 
the birth of Noah has come to light, revealing what we 
have long known from Scriptural teaching to be true, 
that the “sons of God” who took wives for themselves 
among the daughters of men prior to the Deluge were 
angels who had left their own estate (Gen. 6: 2). In 
ancient times they were called “watchers.” 

The Scroll recounts certain supernatural phenomena 
that accompanied Noah’s birth which aroused Lamech’s 
suspicions. Thinking that Noah’s parenthood was of 
Divine origin, he accused his wife of having an affair 
with an angel—a watcher or Holy One. Mrs. Noah de- 
fended herself and declared under oath that her hus- 
band Lamech was indeed the father of Noah. 

Speaking of these angels, or sons of God, who sinned 
in antediluvian times, Jude declares: 


“And the angels which kept not their first estate [prin- 
cipality], but left their own habitation, he hath reserved 
in everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of 
the great day.” (Jude 6.) 


Peter declares of these same angels: 


“God spared not the angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to hell, and delivered them into chains of darkness, 
to be reserved unto judgment.” (II Peter 2: 4.) 


Thus, in giving the account of Lamech questioning 
his wife in regard to the parenthood of Noah, the Dead 
Sea Scrolls support the story as it is told in the Scrip- 
tures of the fallen angels, confirming the fact that the 
term “sons of God” is not applicable to the human race 
but refers to angelic beings or “watchers.” 

Job spoke of a day on which the sons of God came 
to present themselves before the Lord and Satan came 
also among them. In that instance he was referring to 
the gathering of these angelic hosts in that august as- 
sembly where the righteousness of Job came under 
discussion. 

Valuable information has been forthcoming from the 
translation of the Dead Sea Scrolls, in some cases pro- 
viding a clearer understanding of Biblical truths. We 
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are confident that nothing will ever be found that will 
contradict the Scriptures, although some of the deduc- 
tions drawn regarding their interpretation may be up- 
set. Any revision that will come about will be in the 
thinking of men, not in the text of the Bible itself.

LITTLE POPES 

OuR ATTENTION has recently been called to certain di- 
rectives issued for the purpose of curbing freedom of 
religious thought and expression in the modern church. 
It is the adoption of the century-old endeavor of ec- 
clesiastical authorities to suppress any new light that 
may be thrown upon the Scriptures if it will in any way 
tend to upset present theological dictums. 

Unable to meet the issues raised through the pres- 
entation of Scriptural facts which are at variance with 
past assumptions, the logical next step for theological 
leaders to take is to suppress the search for truth by 
forbidding any results of Scriptural research to be dis- 
cussed or taught which are not a part of the specif- 
ically designated lesson for the day. Certain churches 
are now adopting the rule that no teacher may present 
any subject before any group in the church that does 
not first have the full approval of the pastor. 

This directive places a ban on the presentation of 
fundamental Scriptural facts without the pastor's prior 
consent to their propagation. It is aimed at weeding out 
the more independent teachers who are Bible students 
and who follow their Christian convictions in teaching 
the Scriptures. Now they are being called upon to sign 
a pledge to adhere to this new requirement. Some are 
refusing to do so and are resigning instead. 

Down through the years of the Christian Dispensa- 
tion a basic tenet of Protestant denominationalism has 
been its strong opposition to the Roman Catholic con- 
cept of subservience to papal authority. Yet, by this 
action to compel Sunday School teachers to toe the 
line in conformity with their theological conceptions, 
Protestant ministers are themselves creating “little 
popes” in every church where they sit in judgment 
upon the expression of religious convictions by those 
who may not agree with them. 

The very fact that theologians have found it neces- 
sary to issue such a directive is a clear indication of 
the insecurity of the foundation on which they rest 
their doctrinal beliefs. Nevertheless, they will not risk 
an investigation of new light on the interpretation of 
the Scriptures; nor will they devote the time to study 
and research necessary for the documentation of new 
revelation. Why? Does the expenditure of the neces- 
sary mental effort to undertake the search for new 
Scriptural truth disturb too much the comfortable se- 
curity and prestige they enjoy by conforming with 
theological concepts which have not changed for dec- 
ades? 

After all, these suppressive measures will meet with 
only temporary success. Coming events will shortly 
demonstrate the extent of their error and will leave 
these would-be ecclesiastical dictators without a fol- 
lowing. They will find themselves in the position of 
those of whom Micah the Prophet was speaking when 
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he said, “They shall lay their hands upon their mouths,” 
for they will have nothing to say. 
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DOOMED TO OBLIVION 

THE ONLY FOUNDATION on which a permanent system 
of jurisprudence can be established is the administra- 
tion of justice and the pursuit of righteousness. This is 
fundamental. Those who place high hopes in the 
United Nations as the arbiter of disputes between na- 
tions and a stabilizing force that will ultimately insure 
universal peace are failing to consider the type of 
foundation on which this world organization rests. 

Is it justice for the United Nations to favor the mighty 
and penalize the weak? Is it in the cause of righteous- 
ness that sanctions are threatened against a small state 
to compel obedience while refraining from invoking 
sanctions against a great power far more guilty? 

By the continued occupation of Hungary, Soviet Rus- 
sia has defied the UN, flouted its authority and ignored 
its resolutions condemning her action. The Israeli state 
has more justification for remaining in adjacent Egyp- 
tian territory than Soviet Russia has for remaining in 
Hungary. The UN is swift enough in its moves to at- 
tempt to force the Israelis to evacuate that territory 
without taking similar action against the Soviet Russian 
occupation of Hungary. It dares to move against a 
small state but hesitates to take similar steps against 
the mighty Soviet Union, a far more flagrant offender. 
Soviet Russia is responsible for more violent aggression 
and a greater slaughter of countless numbers of help- 
less and defenseless people than history has ever before 
recorded and the United Nations has made an open 
display of its helplessness to do anything about it. 

Nothing more is needed by which to assess the worth 
of UN deliberations where the establishment of peace 
is concerned. Can the solution of world problems be 
found in this Tower of Babel which the nations have 
erected? Is it possible for a godless organization, which 
is bereft of those principles of righteousness from which 
spiritual strength is derived, to endure for long?

FUEL SHORTAGE 


GreaT BRITAIN is now rationing gasoline among her 
citizens as a result of the oil shortage. During World 
War II gasoline was rationed in the United States and 
a situation could readily develop that would cause the 
imposition of rationing again. 

The tremendous cost and enormous amount of en- 
ergy involved in importing oil from the Middle East 
for fuel and power could be largely eliminated by con- 
verting farm waste into usable fuel. The late Dr. Wil- 
liam Hale, formerly a chemist associated with the Dow 
Chemical Company at Midland, Michigan, points out 
in his book, Chemivision,* the feasibility of the use

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T THE TIME of writing this article the world’s press- 
men have been regaling readers with colorful 
reports on the arrival of King Saud of Arabia 

in Washington, loaded with gifts, quickly following on 
the hells of Crown Prince Abdul Illah of Iraq, who ar- 
rived with three ex-Premiers in his entourage, but bear- 
ing no gifts. The fact that the King of Saudi Arabia is 
hostile to the so-called Eisenhower “doctrine” for the 
Middle East, whereas the Crown Prince of Iraq sup- 
ports the “doctrine,” serves to introduce that paradox- 
ical element into the picture which saves the set-up 
from being completely out of character with a tale from 
“The Arabian Nights.” 

As spokesman for the Cairo group, King Saud con- 
trives skillfully to reconcile his individual role as most 
despotic of Oriental monarchs with that of representing 
Egypt and Syria which tend to swing more swiftly 
daily into the orbit of Soviet satellite states. The ruler 
of a model modern Arab state, Prince Abdul Illah ar- 
rived as spokesman for the Moslem countries in the 
Baghdad Pact which comprises Turkey, Iraq, Persia 
and Pakistan. James Cameron summed up the situation 
neatly when, in the News Chronicle, he described Pres- 
ident Eisenhower as “entertaining complicated com- 
pany; two spokesmen representing the two main Mos- 
lem groups, completely at variance with and wholly 
distrustful of each other, proposing for an intractable 
problem two entirely contradictory solutions.” 


Mounting Israel Crisis 


James Cameron concludes with the following obser- 
vation: 


“On one thing only these two sides might be said to 
agree and that is the need for making use of the present 
Middle East stalemate to clobber Israel once and for all. 
There are hints that President Eisenhower regards these 
negotiations as merely part of the great American anti- 
Communist campaign, and that his job is to patch up the 
growing Arab division between Cairo and Baghdad which 
the Russians observe with such approval. 

“Far more immediate and far more vital is the mounting 
crisis with Israel. If the UN fails to get the Israelis to with- 
draw to the 1949 Armistice line, then certainly one side or 
the other: will restart the war—with incalculable conse- 
quences, since this time it will be technically in the face of 
the UN itself.” 


Forty Years Rivalry 

Meanwhile, the Daily Express provides a summary 
of the sequence of events from 1917 until today, as- 
serting: 

“We are at the culmination of 40 years of rivalry between 
two growing nationalisms, both fanatic, both implacable. In 
1917 the Balfour Declaration pledged the British Govern- 
ment to ‘establish in Palestine a national home for the 
Jews.’ For the Jews a slogan and an ideal. For the Arabs 
an anathema and abhorrance. In 1919 the Arabs remem- 
bered British promises for Palestine and the struggle was 
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born. Next year a British civil government took control in 
Palestine, following the disruption of the Ottoman Empire. 
Jewish immigrants went into the promised land.” 

Jumping the gap between 1920 to 1938, this analysis 
continues: 

“Hitlerism unleashed an anti-Semitism which made Man- 
dated Palestine more than an ideal for Jews. It became a 
refuge. Meantime Egypt had been bickering for independ- 
ence. Britain granted it in 1936. The two countries stayed 
friends. But in the same year the Arabs revolted in Pales- 
tine, forcing a check on Jewish immigration. The Second 
World War ended in a flood of illegal Jewish immigrants. 
Britain still refused to set up a Jewish state without Arab 
consent. And Jewish extremists began an anti-British ter- 
rorist campaign which put a song into Ben Hecht’s heart. 

“So, in 1948, Britain washed her hands of Palestine. The 
Jews set up an independent State of Israel which was at 
once attacked by the Arabs. Israel checked them and in- 
flicted defeat on Egypt.” 


A Culminating Event 

Following the 1948 Armistice agreement there came 
continuous raids across the border lines from both sides 
until the culminating event of October 29th, 1956, 
when the news-flash broke into world press headlines 
announcing that the Israeli army had overrun Sinai in 
a swift swoop toward the Suez Canal. 

It is a striking fact that not all Jews approved of the 
Sinai adventure. Attacked for having said that the Is- 
raeli invasion was a blunder, the Rt. Hon. Sydney Sil- 
verman, M.P., thus defends his standpoint: 

“I am a Jew. The revival of the Jewish nation in its 
ancient homeland was one of the dreams of my youth. I 
have worked for it all my public life. My visit to Buchen- 
wald did nothing to weaken my faith that in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of the State of Israel lay the sole 
hope of Jewish survival. I resent the suggestion that these 
sympathies are in abeyance. 7 

“The Suez adventure has done nothing to help Israel. It 
has raised Nasser’s power and prestige to a pinnacle he 
could have reached in no other way. It has left Israel al- 
most isolated in the world. Above all it has fortified almost 
irredeemably the Arab obsession that Israel is nothing but 
a bridgehead for the Western ‘colonizing powers.’ ” 

There still exists a widespread impression that the 
majority of Jews throughout the world are enthusiastic 
supporters of the cause of Zionism. But this is far from 
being the case and many have long felt apprehension 
as to the repercussions liable to fall upon Jewry as a 
whole as a result of the distorted ambitions of mis- 
guided zealots. 


Zionism Rejected 
Dr. Isaac Steinberg, who died in New York in Janu- 
ary last, was among the prominent Jewish leaders who 
publicly rejected Zionism. As the London Times obitu- 
ary notice records it: 


“Dr. Steinberg will stand out in Jewish history as a man 
who devoted a large part of his life singleheartedly to 
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finding a land in which European Jews could settle. Stein- 
berg’s ideal was not a state inhabited by Jews, but a section 
of some larger political entity, in which Jews would be free 
to build up their own community—A ‘Quebec within a 
Canada.’ 

“In this he was the disciple and successor of Israel 
Zangwill. Both had tested the claims of Zionism and were 
not satisfied with them. Both—Zangwill more than Stein- 
berg—found influential support in Jewry. Both found much 
sympathy in non-Jewish circles. Steinberg, to further his 
aims, founded the Freeland League for Jewish Territorial 
Colonization. The Kimberly scheme in Northern Australia 
was one of the victims of the Second World War.” 


The Concept of Israel 

Some illuminating facets of the problem of Zionism 
emerged recently as a result of an outburst of cor- 
respondence in the London Times, following a letter 
from Mr. Walid el Kalidi, who raised the question of 
what he termed “the concept of Israel.” 

In spite of his skillful technique of special pleading, 
Mr. John Connell’s contribution does nothing to allay 
the cause for alarm upon which Arab fears are based 
when he claims: 


“Mr. Kalidi has taken a bold step. He has admitted the 
existence of the State of Israel, which he quite fairly dis- 
tinguishes from the concept of Israel. I admit the sincerity 
of the Arab fear that Israel will ultimately be aggressive 
and territorially acquisitive. But the relationship between 
Israel and the Diaspora, if Judaism has any meaning and 
purpose at all, must be continuous. It must be spiritually 
dynamic, but this is a matter of relationship of the spirit, 
not of the military or economic conquest of other peoples. 

“There is no militant Near East Zionism; there is only the 
State of Israel constantly menaced on three sides, con- 
stantly under the necessity of fighting for its life.” 


It would be comforting to be able to accept the 
validity of these bland assurances, but we need to re- 
call that, when Zionist leaders speak for themselves, 
they never hesitate to assert their views with uncom- 
promising vigor. Meanwhile, Norman Bentwich joins 
in the fray and expounds as follows: 

“The Jews are a unique people. For nearly 1,900 years 
they have lacked a home or permanently religious center. 
They had been dispersed throughout the world. It is the 
concept of Israel to correct that condition by providing the 
home and the center. Is the marriage between Israel and 
the Diaspora a continuous and dynamic relationship? Yes. 
The establishment of the national home and the State has 
been a partnership between the Jewish communities of the 
world and the Jews in the land, and their development 
must continue to be a partnership. 

“Paradoxically, the Jewry of capitalist America has been 
building up a Socialist society in Israel, whilst western 
Jewry is building up a society, which, in its composition 
and outlook, is becoming more and more Oriental.” 


Tempting Providence 
Leaving the tricky question of expansionist ambitions 
to the last of the points under consideration, this noted 
protagonist side-steps the issue with the somewhat eva- 
sive contention: 


“Is the concept of Israel reducible to geographical limi- 
tations? It is difficult to put a geographical limitation on a 
concept, and it would be tempting Providence to say that 
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for all time the boundaries of the State of Israel should be 
on the lines of the Armistice Agreement of 1949. But 
Israel has not any expansionist aim.” 


To examine the foregoing statement carefully is to 
discover that what it amounts to is the use of 48 words 
instead of one to say: No. The root of the trouble, how- 
ever, is revealed in what emerges from the catechism 
which follows. Thus Norman Bentwich tends to go 
from bad to worse when he continues: 

“Is the growth of militant Zionism compatible with the 
long-term interests of World Jewry, the Arab inhabitants of 
the Near East and world peace? The aim of Zionism—which 
is the establishment of the Jewish national home—is not only 
compatible with but conducive to the deeper interests of the 
Jews, the Arabs and peace. Zionism has become militant 
only because the home could not be created in the ways 
of peace. 

“The return of the children of Israel to the land is asso- 
ciated in the Bible with social justice and peace between 
nations and it (the Bible) could exercise that influence 


today if Israel were able to live in peace and Arab national- 
ism ceased to be militant.” 


The Messianic Concept 

“The Messianic concept of the return, that the redemp- 
tion of Israel is part of the redemption of humanity, is in 
abeyance until Israel succeeds in concluding peace with 
the Arab nations. When that is achieved, Israel may again 
be a light to lighten the Gentiles, and from the land of 
Israel, spiritual ideas, ethical and religious in the broadest 
sense, will be given to humanity.” 


Alas! It is precisely these long-term deeper inter- 
ests of World Jewry which cause alarm, if not des- 
pondency, in the minds of those who are still capable 
of putting two and two together to make four. And 
while this version accurately portrays the Jewish con- 
cept of Israel and the return of the Jewish people 
themselves as the Messiah, it is an exposition repre- 
senting an irredeemable distortion of the vision set 
forth in Holy Writ as it is revealed through the mouth 
of God's holy prophets. 

Sir Harold MacMichael, a former British High Com- 
missioner for Palestine, is another contributor to this 
controversy, who comments caustically, yet truly, when 
he asserts: 


“The vital issue between Arab and Jew is not one of 
religion or economics but lies simply in the long-standing 
fear of Israel's territorial aggressiveness. They have seen, 
at the expense of their own kith and kin, immigrants being 
pumped in year after year intensively into an area too small 
to hold them. And they are aware of the tenets of political 
Zionism.” 


A World State 


“To argue now about the concept of Israel—as to whether 
or not it is the center and focus of a World State, or a single 
state among those of the Levant—may only unleash further 
outbursts of fanaticism on both sides.” 


Viscount Hailsham helped to bring the picture into 
clearer perspective from the prophetic standpoint 
when, in a trenchant speech, he declaimed as follows: 


“I have always sympathized with the Arab viewpoint on

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The Final Covenant

ScripTuRES record the fact 
that from time to time God 


entered into certain formal 
agreements with His people which 
were called covenants. While the 
Bible contains many promises given 
by the Lord, there are, comparative- 
ly speaking, only a few covenants. 
The difference between a promise 
and a covenant is that the latter 
must be in the form of an agree- 
ment between specified parties, the 
terms of which have been signed, 
sealed and witnessed. Once a cov- 
enant has been executed, it is in 
force and cannot be invalidated or 
set aside, for God holds inviolate 
the terms of all His covenants. 


God’s Covenants 


It is not necessary in this presen- 
tation to go into the details of the 
history of God’s covenants, for much 
of this has already been given in 
“The Immutable Covenants of God,” 
published in Destiny for June 1944 
and now a chapter in Documentary 
Studies, Volume I, page 284.* An- 
other article providing further evi- 
dence in regard to covenants was 
entitled “The Covenant of Marvels,” 
published in Destiny for May 1948 
and now a chapter in Documentary 
Studies, Volume II, page 31. That 
God’s people cannot escape the re- 
quirements of His covenants, and 
will be accountable to Him for the 
fulfillment of their terms, is set forth 
in “The Quarrel of the Covenant,” 
Destiny for February 1951, also a 
chapter in Documentary Studies, 
Volume III, page 118. These articles 
are listed here for the benefit of 
those who wish to study further into 
the facts pertaining to the coven- 
ants of God as a whole.

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The Consummating Covenant 


Recently the question was asked: 
What is the final covenant God will 
make with His people? The Scrip- 
tures do outline the terms of a final 
covenant yet to be consummated be- 
tween the Lord and His people. 
However, this covenant is not to be- 
come operative until after the defeat 
of all the enemies of His Kingdom. It 
will not be implemented until the 
people of the Kingdom have entered 
into the blessings of a new order of 
the ages. 


Proving His People 

The present order is a time of con- 
flict and warfare. It is a time of pro- 
bation during which God's people 
are being proved by means of chast- 
ening tests designed to purify and 
refine, as well as to determine char- 
acter and qualifications for greater 
spheres of service which are yet 
future. The Lord still deals with 
each individual as He dealt with 
Israel of old in the wilderness “to 
humble thee, and to prove thee, to 
know what is in thine heart, whether 
thou wouldest keep his command- 
ments, or no’ ( Deut. 8: 2). 

It is also a time when God is 
bringing punitive pressures to bear 
upon His people to compel them to 
turn to Him in repentance and be- 
come willing to obey His command- 
ments. A continuous three-fold test- 
ing in the physical, moral and spirit- 
ual spheres of human relationships 
is essential to mold His Kingdom 
people into an instrument of right- 
eousness fit for His use. In the third 
chapter of Judges the pattern of the 
Lord's dealing with His people in 
this respect is outlined: 


“Now these are the nations which 
the Lord left, to prove Israel by them, 
even as many of Israel as had not 
known all the wars of Canaan; only 
that the generations of the children 
of Israel might know, to teach them 
war, at the least such as before knew 


nothing thereof; namely, five lords of 
the Philistines, and all the Canaanites, 
and the Sidonians, and the Hivites 
that dwelt in mount Lebanon, from 
mount Baal-hermon unto the entering 
in of Hamath. And they were to prove 
Israel by them, to know whether they 
would hearken unto the command- 
ments of the Lord, which he com- 
manded their fathers by the hand of 
Moses.” (Judges 3: 1-4.) 


This frank declaration concerning 
the reason for the presence of enemy 
nations bordering the lands of the 
Israel peoples presents a barrier to 
an understanding of Divine methods 
in the minds of many unless an ex- 
planation of the purpose of the 
Lord is given. Yet how would His 
people be trained in the art of war 
to meet and defeat aggressors if 
there were no enemy for them to 
oppose? How would they acquire 
moral stamina if the presence of 
evil were entirely eradicated from 
their midst? How could they obtain 
spiritual victories if there were no 
idolatry with which to contend? 
Even keeping the commandment of 
the Lord that they were to make 
no covenant with the nations around 
them would be meaningless if those 
nations were no longer a menace. 

The fire must be applied to temp- 
er the tool and the presence of temp- 
tation is required to test His people. 
It is by resistance to evil that spirit- 
ual strength is gained; if there were 
no evil to resist, spiritual growth 
would be stunted. 


A Coming Restoration 


But God’s people have not yet 
attained the spiritual stature that 
might have been theirs if they had 
successfully met every test. As a 
nation they have failed again and 
again to practice and administer 
the righteousness of the Law of the 
Lord. In modern days they have 
failed to remain free from entang- 
ling associations with godless na- 
tions. They have not obeyed the 
commandment: 


“Thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor with their gods.” (Ex. 
23: 32.) 


To enter into leagues and agree- 
ments with heathen peoples is to 
also consent to their pagan prac- 
tices and this alone saps the spirit- 
ual strength of God's people. Thus, 
today the prestige of the Anglo- 
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Saxon peoples has fallen to a low 
degree among the nations. On the 
other hand, the power of heathen 
tyrants has been heightened by the 
success of their intrigues and they 
speak with a voice of authority, 
backed by the power of armed 
might, that has put the whole world 
in fear of them. 

Nevertheless, the day is coming 
when, as the result of the final dia- 
bolical attempt the enemy will make 
to destroy God’s Kingdom people, a 
spiritual awakening will be brought 
about among His people which will, 
in turn, make possible Divine inter- 
vention and deliverance from all 
evil aggressors. Thereafter what the 
Prophet Ezekiel foretells will come 
to pass: 


“Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from 
all your filthiness, and from all your 
idols, will I cleanse you. A new heart 
also will I give you, and a new spirit 
will I put within you: and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your 
flesh, and I will give you an heart of 
flesh. And I will put my spirit within 
you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments, and do them.” (Ez. 36: 25-27.) 


It is well to carefully note what 
is stated here. God’s people are to 
be cleansed of all their evil. The 
fact that they are to be given a new 
heart of flesh indicates that the 
day will come when they will no 
longer be willful and stubborn but 
will become obedient to the Word 
of the Lord. In that day the spirit 
of the Lord is to come upon them, 
causing His people to walk accord- 
ing to His statutes and obey all His 
commandments. 

In this latter statement we have 
a complete refutation of the conten- 
tion of those who belittle the neces- 
sity to keep the laws of the Lord 
contained in commandments, sta- 
tutes and judgments. These have 
been operative among His people 
from the time of their promulgation 
at Mt. Sinai. It is only those laws 
contained in ordinances, which had 
to do with the ritual of sacrifice, 
which were “nailed to the cross” 
when Jesus Christ became the Sa- 
viour of the world (Col. 2: 14). By 
the restoration and observance of 
the laws for the individual and the 
nation contained in the whole Law 
of the Lord, the people will signify 
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that they have departed from their 
sinful ways and will have truly be- 
come a righteous nation. 


Exaltation of the Kingdom 

Referring to this time of great 
spiritual awakening, the Prophet 
Isaiah declares it will be the day 
when the glory of the Lord will re- 
turn to His people. This will become 
an accomplished fact when He who 
is to take the throne of His father 
David comes to claim the Kingdom. 
As a result, Isaiah exclaims: 

“Arise, shine; for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen up- 
on thee.” (Isa. 60: 1.) 

The Prophet Micah has more to 
say in regard to the scope of this 
proclamation, clearly pointing to 
the exaltation of the Kingdom above 
all nations and governments around 
it. In Biblical symbolism “moun- 
tains” and “hills” refer to kingdoms 
and lesser governments: 

“But in the last days it shall come 
to pass, that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be established 
in the top of the mountains, and it 
shall be exalted above the hills; and 
people shall flow unto it.” (Micah 4: 1.) 


Isaiah declares that although His 
people will have awakened as a re- 
sult of this call to the requirements 
of righteousness, surrounding na- 
tions will continue to be in gross 
darkness until they turn away from 
unrighteousness and come to the 
light of the rising splendor of His 
Kingdom. Micah details that awak- 
ening: 

“And many nations shall come, and 
say, Come, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, and to the 
house of the God of Jacob; and he 
will teach us of his ways, and we will 
walk in his paths: for the law shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem.” (Micah 
4: 2.) 


Time of Great Prosperity 

When the Kingdom people fully 
awaken to the benefits of the right- 
eous rule of our Lord and are will- 
ing to abide by His statutes and 
obey all His commandments, the 
time will have arrived for the com- 
mencement of an age of great pros- 
perity as foretold by Isaiah. He por- 
trays in graphic language the con- 
ditions which will be extant through- 
out the Kingdom: 


“I will also make thy officers peace, 
and thine exactors righteousness. Vio- 
lence shall no more be heard in thy 
land, wasting nor destruction within 
thy borders. ... Thy people also 
shall be all righteous: they shall in- 
herit the land for ever, the branch of 
my planting, the work of my hands, 
that I may be glorified.” (Isa. 60: 17-18 
& 21.) 


A Covenant of Peace 


Then, to consummate His de- 
clared purpose in behalf of His peo- 
ple, the Lord states through the 
Prophet Ezekiel what He will do: 


“I will make with them a covenant 
of peace, and will cause the evil 
beasts to cease out of the the land: 
and they shall dwell safely in the 
wilderness, and sleep in the woods. 
And I will make them and the places 
round about my hill [kingdom] a 
blessing; and I will cause the shower 
to come down in his season; there 
shall be showers of blessing. And the 
tree of the field shall yield her fruit, 
and the earth shall yield her increase, 
and they shall be safe in their land, 
and shall know that I am the Lord 
when I have broken the bands of their 
yoke, and delivered them out of the 
hand of those that served themselves 
of them.” (Ez. 34: 25-27.) 


In the symbolical use of terms by 
the Prophet Daniel and the Apostle 
John in Revelation, as well as other 
prophets, the word “beast” is applied 
to evil systems which oppress God's 
people. Thus the promise that the 
Lord “will cause the evil beasts to 
cease out of the land” may apply 
not only to a restoration in nature 
among wild animals, but also to the 
destruction of the world economy 
elsewhere called the Babylonian 
System which has, like a ravenous 
beast, devoured the substance of 
His people and brought them into 
bondage to its regimentation. 

Smith and Goodspeed translate 
the latter part of Ezekiel’s prophecy: 


“They shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I break the bars of their 
yoke, and rescue them from the hands 
of those who enslaved them.” 


In a later chapter the Prophet 
Ezekiel reiterated the terms of this 
final covenant that God will make 
with His people: 

“Moreover I will make a covenant of 
peace with them; it shall be an ever- 
lasting covenant with them: and | 
will place them, and multiply them, 
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and will set my sanctuary in the midst 
of them for evermore. My tabernacle 
also shall be with them: yea, I will 
be their God, and they shall be my 
people.” (Ez. 37: 26-27.) 


The choice of words used here 
indicates that it was to this same 
Covenant of Peace that the prophets 
Hosea and Zechariah both referred 
in making similar proclamations as 
directed by the Lord: 


“And I will sow her [Israel] unto 
me in the earth; and I will have 
mercy upon her that had not ob- 
tained mercy; and I will say to them 
which were not my people, Thou art 
my people; and they shall say, Thou 
art my God.” (Hosea 2: 23.) 


The Prophet Hosea pointed out 
that these are the words of the re- 
betrothal to take place between the 
Lord and the House of Israel, which 
will be spoken in the day of restora- 
tion.” Speaking of this same time of 
spiritual revival, after the fires of 
tribulation have brought His people 
to a place of genuine repentance, 
the Lord proclaims through the 
Prophet Zechariah: 

“And I will bring the third part 
through the fire, and will refine them 
as silver is refined, and will try them 
as gold is tried: they shall call on my 
name, and I will hear them: I will 
say, It is my people: and they shall 
mye » Lord is my God.” (Zech. 


Disarmament an Actuality 


Following the establishment of 
peace within the borders of the

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Kingdom, God will then move to ex- 
tend the blessings of peace through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
whole earth, for this is His ultimate 
objective. Through Micah the 
Prophet we are given more details 
concerning the tremendous influence 
the Kingdom will exercise over other 
nations to bring about disarmament 
throughout the entire world. With 
His sanctuary in the midst of His 
Kingdom people, and His servant 
David ruling over them as their 
Prince forever, it is said of the Lord: 


“He shall judge among many people, 
and rebuke strong nations afar off; 
and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up 
a sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more.” (Micah 
4: 3.) 

What is being completely over- 
looked today is that peace among 
nations cannot prevail until all ag- 
gressive forces are decisively de- 
feated. There can be no co-exist- 
ence with godless dictators at the 
head of heathen nations. Further- 
more, no people or nation can se- 
cure the benefits of lasting peace 
until they turn from their sinful 
practices, acknowledge the sover- 
eignty of the Lord, accept His rule 
of righteousness and observe His 
commandments, statutes and judg- 
ments as the law of their land. 


Prerogative of Jesus Christ 

Thus, the time has not yet arrived 
for the implementation of the terms 
of this final great covenant—the 
Covenant of Peace. In the mean 
time the endeavor to secure peace 
through any other human agency of 


any sort is doomed to utter failure. 
Actually such endeavors only serve 
to intensify warfare by engendering 
a false sense of security which pre- 
vents those who are charged with 
the task of opposing evil aggres- 
sion from properly preparing to 
meet the onslaught of the enemy 
seeking world domination. These 
foes of righteousness are in no 
spirit today to obey the instructions 
to beat their swords into plowshares. 
Instead, they are doing quite the 
reverse in fulfillment of Joel's prior 


prophecy: 


“Beat your plowshares into swords, 
and your pruninghooks into spears: let 
the weak say, I am strong.” (Joel 3: 
10.) 


This proclamation, issued by Joel 
to all nations round about God's 
people, is a present call to prepare 
for war, for the Day of the Lord is 
at hand when the controversy of 
Zion is to be resolved. Only when 
the Lord has settled all the issues 
involving His people and their in- 
heritance—a settlement that will not 
be brought about until the Lord re- 
turns to discomfit the foes of His 
Kingdom—will it be possible to se- 
cure the blessings of the Covenant 
of Peace. It is to be the prerogative 
of Jesus Christ alone to implement 
this Divine covenant that will eradi- 
cate violence, bloodshed and war 
from the annals of human history. 
When He who is called Faithful 
and True returns to judge and make 
war in righteousness against all evil 
aggression (Rev. 19:11), the day 
will have come when He, the 
Prince of Peace, will ordain peace 
for us and for all peoples.

Perhaps the blocking of the Suez Canal may turn 
out to be a blessing if it awakens national interest in 
hard-pressed Great Britain to the point of investigat- 
ing the possibility of turning farm waste into valuable 
fuel. As Dr. Hale declares, “The days of fossil fuels 
are numbered.” Then he points to the ideal fuel for

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Our Heritage: The Bible

PART III 
Restatements of the Bible 








orm, constructed little by little throughout some 
twelve hundred years, finally attaining completion 
with the addition of the Book of Revelation, is, we sub- 
mit, to misunderstand the history of the sacred Scrip- 
tures. There is good literary reason for believing that 
every age received a wholly adequate revelation of the 
Divine plan and purposes. Every generation had a full 
statement of the facts of creation, the prospective de- 
velopment of the Adamic family, the establishment in 
due time of the Israel people, the coming of the Re- 
deemer, the progress and mission of Israel in the latter 
days, and the final millennial consummation at the end 
of the age. 

The Egyptian Book of the Dead seems to know this 
to have been the case in the earliest days. The Genesis 
narrative, the Book of Jashur, etc., list preachers of 
righteousness—notably Enoch and Noah—who lived 
prior to the flood, but the actual words of their mes- 
sages were not preserved. Yet, knowing the nature of 
their office by their title, we may conclude that they all 
gave instruction to the people concerning God's laws 
and guided them by their counsel. Their congregations 
were from time to time reminded about former things 
and no doubt were inspired by their relation of prophe- 
cies of coming great events in the outworking of the 
Divine plan. However, there is no record to which we 
may refer to know what they said. 


A Full Revelation 


Melchizedek, Priest of the Most High God, was a 
majestic personage who briefly entered upon the re- 
corded Biblical scene in Abraham’s time. It was at 
the time that a confederacy of Gentile kings took his 
brother Lot captive. Abraham had defeated them in 
battle and rescued his brother. Following that the king 
of Sodom was on his way to meet Abraham, but before 
that happened a very solemn and impressive ceremony 
took place: 


“And Melchizedek, king of Salem, brought forth bread 
and wine: and he was the priest of the most high God. 
And he blessed him, and said, Blessed be Abram [Abra- 
ham] of the most high God, possessor of heaven and earth: 
And blessed be the most high God, which hath delivered 
thine enemies into thy hand. And he gave him tithes of 
all.” (Gen. 14: 18-20.) 


This is all that is written of Melchizedek at this time, 
but we have no reason to suppose he was a stranger to 
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Abraham. On the other hand, there is every reason to 
believe that Abraham was fully acquainted with him, 
for it is recorded that he paid tithes to him. He knew 
perfectly well the significance of the elements admin- 
istered to him, the bread and the wine which symbol- 
ized and foreshadowed the broken body and shed blood 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Later, when the title Melchizedek again appears in 
the Scriptures, it is to state of our Lord: “Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of Melchisedec” (Heb. 
5: 6). Jesus Himself alluded to the fact that Abraham 
was well informed concerning coming things, for He 
said: 

“Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and he 
saw it, and was glad.” (John 8: 56.) 


Actually, “the day” of our Lord in its completeness, 
to which Jesus was referring, is a point in history not 
even yet attained. 

According to Divine testimony, Abraham kept the 
commandments, statutes and laws of Jehovah, the 
knowledge of which, it is clear, antedated Mount Sinai 
and the teaching that followed in the wilderness. Hav- 
ing these examples, we are justified in assuming that the 
revelation possessed in the various generations we have 
named was written and full. 

It is quite manifest that the revelation possessed in 
those early times was so stated at the time as to be un- 
suited for later generations. The fundamental truths 
were the same, but the conditions, both of the truth 
and of the age to which it must be applied, so differed 
from later ages that a local and temporary application 
was required to suit immediate circumstances. For in- 
stance, everything from the twelfth chapter of Genesis 
(which relates the call of Abraham) onward, to the 
end of the book of Revelation, was then presented in 
the form of prophecy, the fulfillment of which had 
not yet commenced. 

It was essential, therefore, that all that pertained to 
those early ages, with the emphasis arranged to suit 
those early conditions, should be left behind. At the 
same time it was even more essential that the founda- 
tion things, which must remain the same for all ages 
until the consummation, should be brought forward. 
So we have the creation record; the genealogical de- 
scent of the appointed line (Seth), who were the 
bearers of the covenant of redemption by the seed of 
the woman. We have also the record of the Flood; the 
establishment of the Noahic seed in postdiluvian times; 
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we have the separation of the three families; the selec- 
tion of the Shem descent to be the bearers of the 
covenant; the genealogical descent to Abraham. All 
these things were vital, and are vital still, but because 
the age had passed to which the emphasis of the early 
statements of revelation was related, it was necessary 
that those statements should be left behind. 


The Patriarchal Dispensation 


A new revelation of old truth began again with 
Abraham, doubtless including the things which we have 
mentioned as being brought forward. The emphasis for 
that generation was laid upon the covenants made with 
Abraham and Sarah and later confirmed to Isaac and to 
Jacob. All the essential statements in relation to the 
covenants were preserved because of their vital bearing 
on all that followed. 

Nevertheless, it is also clear from the Scriptures that 
the revelation for Abraham’s day carried with it a pre- 
vision of all that would follow even to the millennial 
reign of our Lord. Of Abraham Jesus had declared, 
“Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day”; whereas 
the patriarch Jacob-Israel later pointed out with refer- 
ence to his son Joseph: 


“The blessings of thy father have prevailed above the 
blessings of my progenitors unto the utmost bound of the 
everlasting hills.” (Gen. 49: 26.) 


In connection with the whole Abrahamic-Israel state- 
ment of truth, the emphasis was laid to suit the patri- 
archal dispensation. Much knowledge of the past, ex- 
haustive knowledge of the then present, and the whole 
of the future in prophetic prevision were known to the 
patriarchs and their associates. This we know from what 
is written in the Book of Hebrews concerning those— 
including Abraham, Isaac and Jacob—who put their 
trust in God and sought His will: 


“These all died in faith, not having received the prom- 
ises, but having seen them afar off, and were persuaded of 
them, and embraced them, and confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. For they that say such 
things declare plainly that they seek a country. 

“And truly, if they had been mindful of that country 
from whence they came out, they might have had oppor- 
tunity to have returned. But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly: wherefore God is not ashamed 
to be called their God: for he hath prepared for them a 
city.” (Heb. 11: 13-16.) 


The Mosaic Dispensation 

It is plain that once again a new statement of old 
truth began at the burning bush where Jehovah gave to 
Moses, in trust for Israel, a revelation of Himself. It is 
stated that “Moses was learned in all the wisdom of the 
Egyptians” (Acts 7: 22), but that “wisdom” included all 
the wonders of Divine revelation which were built into 
the Great Pyramid, and which were recorded in the 
Egyptian Book of the Dead and other similar literature. 
Therefore, Moses was not ignorant of the great body of 
revealed truth and, having this background of under- 
standing, Jehovah simply reminded him of the Hebrew 
revelation that preceded him when He proclaimed: 


“I am the God of thy father, the God of Abraham, the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob.” (Ex. 3: 6.) 
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Upon the foundation of all the essential things which 
had been brought forward to the end of the patriarchal 
dispensation, there was laid all that body of Divine 
revelation contained in the Mosaic writings from the 
burning bush forward. These writings, condensed in 
form, with every nonessential eliminated, became num- 
bered among the statements of truth which must hence- 
forth be carried forward from age to age and from 
dispensation to dispensation to the end of time. 

But outside of the Mosaic writings contained in the 
Bible they had other books dealing with then-existing 
conditions, the emphasis of which was suited to that 
particular time. For instance, they had “the book of the 
wars of Jehovah” and doubtless many other such works 
which the same rule required should be left behind 
with the passing of the conditions and the age. 


Israel's Golden Age 


New emphasis was laid upon old truth, and addi- 
tional revelation was given, during the period of the 
golden age of Israel in Palestine under David and 
Solomon. The Bible was enriched by the psalms of 
David and his contemporaries and by the wisdom of 
Solomon. The statements of truth had their emphasis 
adjusted to suit the new position of Israel among the 
nations, and the newly-instituted temple worship. 

Doubtless there was an abundant literature produced 
at that time. For instance, we know that Solomon wrote 
upon a multitude of subjects but, other than his writings 
in Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and the Song of Solomon, his 
works have been left behind. 

Then came the time of the division of the kingdoms, 
the northern ten-tribed kingdom, the House of Israel, 
having its capital at Samaria, and the southern kingdom, 
the House of Judah, with its capital remaining at Jeru- 
salem. Entirely new conditions arose in Israel and 
Judah under the changed governmental setup of the 
northern kingdom and at the same time new world 
conditions were developing with the rise to power of the 
Assyrian and Babylonian Empires. 

The application of the truth to the era of David and 
Solomon would manifestly be out of step with the cir- 
cumstances which came into existence with the divi- 
sion of the Israel kingdom into two opposing factions. 
New statements were given by the prophets, both 
major and minor, to suit the new age and the new 
conditions. Essential revelation from the former era 
was not discarded, of course, including the Mosaic 
books, the Psalms of David, the historical records, etc., 
but the emphasis was made to suit the changing 
times and local and temporary things concerning the 
Davidic period were left behind. 


The Captivities and Dispersion 

The time came when the House of Israel, the House 
of Judah and the House of David had disappeared 
from Palestine. After seventy years a mere handful 
from among the captivity of Judah returned to the land 
and proceeded to reconstitute themselves there as the 
Nation of the Jews. Again it was necessary that there 
should be a restatement of truth and, accordingly, Ezra 
and Nehemiah, Zechariah and Malachi added their 
writings to the preceding sacred Scriptures. 
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The stream of Israel history in Palestine was falling 
to a low ebb; it had, during the seventy-years captivity 
of Judah, dried up altogether. On the return of the im- 
migrant band who founded the Nation of the Jews, the 
current of Biblical history began to run again in a nar- 
row channel, only to find its abrupt and complete cessa- 
tion with the destruction of Jerusalem and the scat- 
tering of the Jewish nation. 

Meantime, the greater portion of the Israel peoples— 
the 10-tribed northern kingdom of the House of Israel— 
had passed beyond the confines of the so-called “Bible 
lands” and were lost to Biblical history as they trekked 
westward toward the “appointed place” (II Sam. 7: 10). 
Subsequently, where the stream of history failed where 
the recording of the movements of the House of Israel 
were concerned, the glorious outbursts of prophecy 
compensated manyfold. 

Local and temporary conditions of the times during 
the existence of the two kingdoms, Israel and Judah, 
largely passed away. Only a skeleton recounting re- 
mained to be brought forward in the final form of the 
Old Testament Scriptures. 


The Christian Dispensation 

A world-changing reorientation came about with the 
first advent of our Lord Jesus Christ. This, more than 
at any other time in history, called for a new statement 
of old truth. Still, all the essential things as they were 
originally stated must be brought forward. These were 
condensed into the canon of the Old Testament Script- 
ures; and then came the addition of the New. 

The Gospels recorded the triumphant fulfillment of 
Messianic prophecy. The Acts of the Apostles recorded 
the establishment of the Christian Dispensation by the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. The Epistles readjusted 
the emphasis of statements of Divine truth to the new 
dispensation. The Book of Revelation outlines in detail, 
but in symbolic terms, the activities of the Christian 
Era. It points up the closing of the age, the eventual 
elevation of Israel and the ushering in of the millennial 
reign, with a glimpse of eternal conditions beyond. 


The New Order of the Ages 


But again the emphasis, adjusted two thousand years 
ago, is beginning to lose touch with the present age. 
The Gospel of salvation by the grace of God has stood

be likewise dissolved and discharged, with heat intake 
contributing to its increased efficiency. Dr. Hale de- 
clares: 

“Science points to a complete reorientation of the internal 
combustion motor from the standpoint of agriculture. Such 
indication is destined to confound the government and all 
its pseudo-economists and misfits as well as the worshippers 
of the great god Greed.” (Chemivision, p. 175.) 

The first nation to overcome the resistance of indus- 
trialists to the introduction of farm-sourced material as 
basic to a solution to fuel needs will secure an inde- 
pendence that is denied to all who rely upon the im- 
portation of petroleum products for fuel needs today. 
Will Great Britain, in the present emergency, rise to 
this challenge and solve her fuel problems? 
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unchanged through every age, and still so stands. Com- 
plete in doctrine, perfect in adjustment, the Gospel 
of Christ in every generation is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one who believeth (Rom. 1: 16). The 
Gospel of the Kingdom, on the other hand, while in its 
essential elements is the same from age to age, has been 
subject to change in emphasis with the progress of the 
Kingdom from its establishment and decline to its ulti- 
mate restoration and perfect functioning upon earth. 

Today it is necessary to add to the statements of truth 
recorded from generation to generation down to the 
closing of the canon of the Scriptures the facts, the 
glorious facts, of prophecy fulfilled in Israel, in Judah, 
in the House of David. There are also those fulfilled 
prophecies concerning the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires, the Times of the Gentiles, the rise of the 
Moslem and Pontifical powers and, more recently, the 
consolidation of the Confederacy of Gog and his hordes 
and the eruption of the heathen. 

Overshadowing all is the marvelous, miraculous de- 
velopment throughout the Christian Dispensation of 
the nations who comprise latter-day Israel, now estab- 
lished and settled in the lands appointed unto them 
from the beginning (Deut. 32: 8), and ready to be re- 
vealed to the world as the appointed people of God 
when He moves to bring this about according to the 
statements of the prophets, particularly the Prophet 
Ezekiel: 


“Therefore say unto the house of Israel, Thus saith the 
Lord God; I do not this for your sakes, O house of Israel, 
but for mine holy name’s sake, which ye have profaned 
among the heathen, whither ye went. And I will sanctify 
my great name, which was profaned among the heathen, 
which ye have profaned in the midst of them; and the 
heathen shall know that I am the Lord, saith the Lord 
God, when I shall be sanctified in you before their eyes.” 
(Ez. 36: 22-23.) 


Those restatements, or new statements, of truth which 
are now required will doubtless be made and promul- 
gated with authority upon the return of our Lord when 
He comes in triumph to inaugurate His millennial reign. 
The truth lives on from age to age and the prophecies 
relating to the perfect administration of the Kingdom of 
God on earth under the benevolent universal dominion 
of the Prince of Peace are working out their fulfillment 
to the final consummation. 
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London, February 1 (By Caste) 
OST PEOPLE now realize that the basic cause of 
M. Anglo-French action in the Middle East was 
prior Soviet intervention. It is felt, however, 
that it is a pity the British Government has not done 
more to explain that. It is known that it had much 
evidence but failed to make full use of it. The recent 
change in American policy was, of course, based upon 
the assumption of further Soviet intervention and, 
despite Mr. Dulles’ denial, was an attempt to bring 
American action into line with the very same informa- 
tion and facts which forced France and Britain into 
their recent—but unfortunately abortive—action. It is 
also recognized that Egypt is now flouting all attempts 
at a settlement of the Canal, because she is fully sup- 
ported by the Soviet Union, which has now strength- 
ened its military position in the Middle East by an 
even heavier political and military build-up in Syria. 
Against this must be offset the continued resistance of 
Iraq, the anxieties of Saudi-Arabia, and the still im- 
movable position of Turkey; while despite all efforts 
by Russia, Persia has not yet shifted her official line. 
Events in Hungary have deepened the fears of all 
moderate elements in the Middle East. 

Russia now faces a very serious challenge to her 
Middle East policy from several directions. Had 
France and Britain not acted at all, Russian plans 
would never have been forced into the open and she 
would have struck at the moment of her own choice. 
It is somewhat different now. Anglo-French action had 
the effect of directing a searchlight on every move she 
makes. Continually pin-pricked by growing counter- 
revolutionary forces inside Russia; very strongly chal- 
lenged by insurgent groups in the satellite countries; 
the object of a world-wide scrutiny in the Middle 
East; afraid of China; and losing Communist support 
throughout Western Europe—Russia is being forced 
into decisions. She must either retreat far into the 
background of world affairs, abandoning all her larger 
ambitions, or she must strike rather soon with the 
object of eliminating the opposition she now faces by 
an overwhelming victory which, amongst other things, 
gives her control of the Middle East. 

Opinions no longer much differ as to the foregoing 
analysis. There is still sharp disagreement about what 
Russia will, in fact, do. Most people incline to think 
that she will be forced back without general war. A 
minority think she will fight rather than retreat. Some 
think the West should use this situation to make 
terms with the Soviets. This latter opinion is not very 
widespread in either France or Britain. It has some 
support in America, much in India, and absolutely 
none in the satellite countries, which know that any 
such compromise would be purchased with their liberty.

This observer thinks that Russia will fight rather 
than retreat and is very near the point of thinking that 
there is no alternative to fighting at a rather early 
date. This observer does not think Russia will sit still 
while America gradually takes over the Middle East, 
or that she will do nothing while insurgent forces 
gradually grow more assertive in the satellite countries. 
On the other hand, it is clear that neither America nor 
the West European powers can or will allow Russia to 
take over, or even powerfully establish herself in the 
Middle East. Nor would it be possible to leave East 
European patriots to their fate for ever. Thus, the 
probabilities of a clash are growing. Everything which 
the Russian leaders have lately said makes it clear 
that they think so. The Western powers are still very 
reluctant to say anything which would give Russia an 
excuse to move. 

Russia may have laughed at Geneva but she is not 
laughing now. She finds herself in a very grave situa- 
tion. She is on the verge of the first stages of a col- 
lapse which she realizes can only be averted by a 
military decision—fraught ‘as it is with extreme danger 
to her. 

The British nation, as a whole, wanted a strong 
policy and had wanted it ever since Nasser seized the 
Canal. The cease-fire and withdrawal, together with 
Eden’s physical breakdown and resignation, came as a 
profound shock—by no means fully eased since. The 
only things which get a serious popular cheer are: 
1) disapproval of the cease-fire and withdrawal; 2) 
less dependence on America; and 3) the need to 
create a Third World Force with Britain as the leader 
thereof. If the Socialist Party wins an election, it will 
not be because the British public disapproved of a 
strong foreign policy, but because they think the 
Conservatives muddled. The last election was won by 
the Conservatives for the simple reason that Britain 
is, in effect, slowly becoming Conservative again. If 
the Conservatives are beaten at the next election, it 
will be only because the country, and the Conserva- 
tive Party in particular, is disappointed in the gov- 
ernment from a Conservative viewpoint—not from a 
leftist slant. The great mass of wage-earners are not 
moving leftwards. There is no sign of any radical or 
leftward trend in Britain. The only really positive trend 
is that of the middle classes demanding relief and in- 
centive. 

There has been a gradual shift in Soviet domestic 
propaganda. There is growing emphasis on the pos- 
sibility of the full scale resumption of the cold war and, 
beyond this, the possibility of a military clash with 
the Western powers. There is a definite and unmis- 
takable trend toward preparing Russian public opin- 
ion for a sharpening of international tension and a 
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tightening up of internal discipline. There are strong 
signs of nervousness and war scares amongst the pub- 
lic. Rumors of a new series of atomic explosions to 
take place in the extreme north toward the end of 
January created a considerable nervousness. Large 
numbers of people are becoming definitely afraid of 
the possibility of war. Chou En-lai was accompanied 
on a recent visit by a Chinese naval mission which 
came to discuss with the Russian naval authorities the 
establishment of a common naval command in the 
Pacific on the pattern of the common Far Eastern 
Air Command. Whether many Russians relish the 
long term implications of this may be doubted. 

Since early December, the Soviet leaders have been 
discussing not only the formation of a new Cominform 
but also a report from the Agitprop. This report sug- 
gests a complete reversal of the recent political line by 
the abandonment of the nationalist line and a return 
to the “international solidarity of the working masses.” 
It also suggests a complete end to “de-Stalinization,” 
a return to the concept of the unconditional loyalty 
of all Communists to the Soviet Union and an end 
to the idea of “separate ways to Socialism.” The im- 
portance of this is that it is a frontal attack on Khrush- 
chev by Agitprop, which is the stronghold of the 
Suslov faction. There is reason to believe that Suslov 
himself is the author of the report. Preparations are 
being made in Moscow and Budapest for the publica- 
tion of a White Book on alleged Western responsibil- 
ity for the Hungarian rising. This will be largely based 
on “evidence” extracted from prisoners. It will probably 
be said that the rebellion was organized by an Amer- 
ican who is alleged to be the commander-in-chief of 
two Hungarian “Fascist” organizations. 

The U.S.S.R. has agreed to the negotiations for an 
American loan to Poland, in exchange for an under- 
taking from Gomulka that he will not press for the 
payment of the 4,000,000 ruble Russian debt to Po- 
land arising from German reparations which Russia 
has failed to hand over. It will be somewhat grotesque 
if America is thus induced to do what amounts to pay- 
ing up for the Russians. 

Czechoslovakia is politically quiet but there are sig- 
nificant military movements. Czechoslovakia has com- 
mon frontiers with Poland and East and West Germany 
and her strategic position is therefore of some impor- 
tance. Reservists who were called up during the trou- 
bles in Hungary have not been released. In fact, 
there have been further recalls. It would be an ex- 
aggeration to say that the Czech army is up to war 
establishment but it is fairly near being so. The over- 
all pattern of Czech affairs is disquieting. It is not yet 
possible to report precisely about military intentions 
but all available information indicates that something 
big is being prepared. 

During the last two months, Turkish observers have 
been impressed by the number of Soviet cargo vessels 
and tankers which have passed through the Straits. On 
some days as many as fourteen ships have passed 
from the Black Sea to the Mediterranean. About half 
of these have gone to Albania. Their cargoes have 
consisted chiefly of machinery, building material and 
arms. It seems clear that these cargoes are connected 
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with the expansion of the Saseno Island submarine 
base. The Saseno base is being made A-bomb proof 
as far as such a thing is possible. The submarine berths 
are now so heavily protected as to be virtually in- 
destructible from the air and their expansion is such 
that berthing capacity will be doubled. 

In North Viet-Nam, just as in other Communist coun- 
tries, the period of so-called co-existence is over. The 
authoritarian regimé is once again in full operation 
and the Chinese are exerting an increasing influence 
in Viet-Minh affairs. Negotiations are under way for 
incorporating the North Viet-Nam air services into the 
Chinese system. China therefore has complete control 
over the North Viet-Nam transport system and is well 
on the way to imposing a complete political and 
economic stranglehold. 

As the inter-war years unfolded, Sir Anthony Eden 
was warned over and over again that his belief in the 
League of Nations would be disappointed and the 
whole European system would crash. He thought other- 
wise. He tended to brush aside those warnings. Dur- 
ing and after World War II, he still clung to his early 
hopes of evolutionary rationalism, accepting (if not 
approving) vast concessions to Russia and reposing 
great hopes in a new league of nations called the 
United Nations. 

Presently, he began to see that no evolution was, 
in fact, taking place and that the rationalistic concept 
was becoming a mere psychological war weapon likely 
to help Russia toward a world victory ending with the 
imprisonment of the entire human race. Eden’s anxie- 
ties grew with his disillusionment. He came to think 
that all else was false. Action—if necessary alone— 
became to him the last hope of peace. He sacrificed 
his career, reputation, and health in a desperate at- 
tempt to stop onrushing events which he felt threat- 
ened World War III. The critics think, or say they 
think, that Eden betrayed them. He did nothing of 
the kind. He made a desperate bid to save us from the 
onrush of Soviet imperialism in the Middle East. He 
failed—and the results will shortly be evident. 

It is often said that a crisis in Britain always pro- 
duces a man. Many think that this crisis may be doing 
so and that in Viscount Hailsham Britain has a strong 
statesman who could not merely lead the Conservative 
Party but, in certain conditions, weld a national front. 
The most important Socialist leader in the next elec- 
tion will perhaps be Mr. Bevan. It would be difficult 
successfully to oppose him with either Salisbury or 
Kilmuir. Hailsham, however, would give better than 
he got; indeed, Bevan would face a man both far 
tougher and more intelligent. If Bevan became Prime 
Minister or even the chief influence in a Socialist 
Government, overseas confidence in Britain would 
decline.

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When Good Men Disagree

NEW fortnightly magazine enti- 
A tled Christianity Today made 
its appearance a few months 
ago. Its format is similar to that of 
The Christian Century; and its pur- 
pose, if we judge aright, is to speak 
for Theological Conservatism as The 
Christian Century speaks for Theo- 
logical Liberalism. 

The first issue of Christianity To- 
day, dated October 15, 1956, outlines 
the hopes and aims of its founders 
in its editorial, “Why Christianity 
Today?” The editor begins as fol- 


lows: 

“Christianity Today has its origin in 
a deepfelt desire to express historical 
Christianity to the present generation. 
Neglected, slighted, misrepresented— 
evangelical Christianity needs a clear 
voice, to speak with conviction and 
love, and to state its true position and 
its relevance to the world crisis. A 
generation has grown up unaware of 
the basic truths of the Christian faith 
taught in the Scriptures and expressed 
in the creeds of the historic evangelical 
churches. 

“Theological Liberalism has failed to 
meet the moral and spiritual needs of 
the people. Neither the man on the 
street nor the intellectual is today 
much attracted by its preaching and 
theology. All too frequently, it finds 
itself adrift in speculation that neither 
solves the problem of the individual 
nor of the society of which he is a 
part. 

“For the preacher, an unending 
source of wisdom and power lies in a 
return to truly Biblical preaching. For 
the layman, this same Book will prove 
to be light on the pathway of life, the 
record of the One who alone meets 
our needs for now and for eternity.” 


Editor Carl F. H. Henry is con- 
fident that the answer to theological 
confusion existing in the world is 
found in Christ and the Scriptures. 


“There is evidence,” he continues, 
“that more and more people are redis- 
covering the Word of God as their 
source of authority and power. Many 
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of these searchers for the truth are 
unaware of the existence of an increas- 
ing group of evangelical scholars 
throughout the world. Through the 
pages of Christianity Today these men 
will expound and defend the basic 
truths of the Christian faith in terms 
of reverent scholarship and of practi- 
cal application to the needs of the 
present generation.” 


Then he adds this important para- 
graph: 


“Those who direct the editorial pol- 
icy of Christianity Today unreservedly 
accept the complete reliability and au- 
thority of the written Word of God. 
It is their conviction that the Scrip- 
tures teach the doctrine of plenary in- 
spiration. This doctrine has been mis- 
represented and misunderstood. To 
state the Biblical concept of inspiration 
will be one of the aims of this maga- 
zine.” (P. 20.) 


It is probable that regular readers 
of Destiny, and dedicated Christian 
believers generally, will find them- 
selves in complete agreement with 
Editor Henry's statement of pur- 
pose and his expressed convictions 
concerning the authority and inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures. Among other 
doctrines to be stressed in the new 
magazine “are those of God, Christ, 
man, salvation, and the last things.” 
Emphasis will be placed on the re- 
lation of these doctrines to the de- 
velopment of moral and spiritual 
life in the belief that “national sta- 
bility and survival depend upon en- 
during spiritual and moral qualities.” 

Notable names are among the pas- 
tors, evangelists and theologians who 
comprise the staff of fifty contribut- 
ing editors and more than seventy 
correspondents around the world. 
They represent many denominations 
and countries, as well as various 
types of Christian work, thus provid- 
ing “a comprehensive and relevant 
view of religious movements and life 
throughout the world.” 


Another aim of Christianity Today 
is to promote unity among Christian 
believers. That purpose is stated as 
follows: 


“True ecumenicity will be fostered 
by setting forth the New Testament 
teaching of the unity of believers in 
Jesus Christ. External organic unity is 
not likely to succeed unless the unity 
engendered by the Holy Spirit prevails. 
A unity that endures must have as its 
spiritual basis a like faith, an authentic 
hope, and the renewing power of Chris- 
tian love.” 


So much for the character and in- 
tent of a new venture in religious 
journalism. We come now to a con- 
sideration of two articles featured in 
the magazine, December 24, 1956, 
which present opposing views on a 
subject of vital importance at this 
time. The first one of these articles 
was written by Dr. Oswald T. Allis, 
and is titled, “Israel's Transgression 
in Palestine.” An introductory note 
by the editor says of Dr. Allis: 


“The Rev. Oswald T. Allis, Ph.D., 
D.D., was formerly professor of Old 
Testament at Princeton Theological 
Seminary and Westminster Theologi- 
cal Seminary. He is author of The Five 
Books of Moses, Prophecy and the 
Church, The Unity of Isaiah, and other 
volumes, and is a consulting editor of 
the Evangelical Quarterly.” 

Dr. Allis begins his discussion of 
“Israel's Transgression in Palestine” 
with this paragraph: 


“The explosive situation in the Near 
East is a startling reminder that ever 
since World War I, the world has been 
confronted with an anomalous and 
even unprecedented state of affairs. It 
is the claim of a people to return and 
reposses a land that has not been theirs 
for nearly two thousand years. What 
other people in the world would ven- 
ture to demand that the clock of his- 
tory be put back two millenniums for 
their benefit? Yet within a decade the 
land of Palestine, which has been for 
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centuries under non-Jewish control, 
with a population estimated in 1914 at 
less than 700,000, of which the ma- 
jority were Arabs, has been partitioned 
in such a way that the state of Israel 
now has a population of 1,716,000, of 
whom nearly 90 per cent are Jews. Yet 
nearly a million Arabs are refugees 
outside of Israel and dependent upon 
a dole from the United Nations for their 
very existence.” 

This amazing situation, according 
to Dr. Allis, is due partly to Zionist 
agitation in England and America, 
and partly to widespread sympathy 
for the Jews. 

“Consequently,” he says, “the claim 
of the Zionists that Palestine belongs 
to them as the descendants of Abra- 
ham was accepted by many who would 
have emphatically rejected a similar 
claim by any other people to possess a 
land in which they had been for cen- 
turies an almost negligible minority. In 
fact, to evaluate the situation proper- 
ly, we must view it not as a political 
question but as a religious one and 
ask ourselves: Do the promises of the 
Old Testament to which the Zionists 
appeal support their claim to the pos- 
session of the land; and does the New 
Testament which the Zionists reject 
confirm them in it? A number of con- 
siderations are involved in the answer- 
ing of these important questions.” 

According to Dr. Allis, the promise 
to which the Zionists appeal is stated 
in Genesis 15: 18. It reads: 


“Unto thy seed have I given this 
land, from the river of Egypt unto the 
great river, the river Euphrates ... .” 


Then he asks: 


“Does this settle the question? Does 
it give the Israeli a clear title to Pales- 
tine under the Abrahamic Covenant? 
We believe it does not and for the fol- 
lowing reasons.” 


Dr. Allis bases his main argument 
against the Zionists on the ground 
that the Abrahamic Covenant is con- 
ditioned on obedience to the will of 
God. He cites as evidence Genesis 
22: 18, 26: 5, Leviticus 26, Deuteron- 
omy 28, and passages from Isaiah 
and Jeremiah. He makes repentance 
also a prerequisite to possession of 
the land. He believes that Israel lost 
the ownership of Palestine through 
disobedience and subsequent disper- 
sion. Furthermore, he says that the 
matter is no longer important since 
the advent of Jesus and the Gospel. 
“Under the Christian dispensation,” 
he writes, “the land, the city, and the 
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temple have lost the importance that 
formerly attached to them.” 

Dr. Allis concludes his discussion 
of “Israel's Transgression” with two 
questions and an answer: 


“Does the Israeli cause deserve to 
succeed? Should Christians be willing 
to plunge the nations into a third world 
conflict just to restore unbelieving Jews 
to, and maintain them in, a land from 
which they were driven nearly two 
thousand years ago? We believe the 
verdict of history will be, No! May 
God grant that this verdict not be writ- 
ten in rivers of blood!” 


The second article—“Israel in Her 
Promised Land”—was written by Dr. 
Wilbur M. Smith. As its title indi- 
cates, it disagrees with the views of 
Dr. Allis. The editorial note on Dr. 
Smith reads: 


“The Rev. Wilbur M. Smith, D.D.., is 
author of more than a dozen books, and 
is editor of Peloubet’s Select Notes on 
the International Sunday School Les- 
sons. Since 1947 he has been Professor 
of English Bible at Fuller Theological 
Seminary. He is a frequent contributor 
to religious magazines and a writer on 
prophetic themes.” 


Dr. Smith introduces his subject in 
the following paragraphs: 


“The question whether or not Pales- 
tine has a place in God's redemptive 
program for Israel, and in relation to 
the other nations of the earth, in our 
age, and particularly at the end of the 
age, is interwoven with other questions. 
Indeed, one’s attitude toward Palestine 
as a future Land of Promise will be 
determined, primarily, by his attitude 
toward two eschatological themes: will 
there be a millennial reign of Christ on 
this earth, and is there a special place 
for Israel as a nation at the end of 
this age? If there be no millennial reign 
of Christ and, consequently, no place 
from which His rule will be directed, 
there is little need to discuss the pro- 
phecies regarding the future of Pales- 
tine, for it certainly will have no role 
apart from the Messiah. Furthermore, 
if there is no future for Israel as a na- 
tion, apart from the participation of 
converted Jews in the promised privi- 
leges of the Christian Church, Palestine 
will have no more meaning than any 
other national territory, except for its 
holy places. 

“We cannot determine if Palestine 
is still the Land of Promise, and glori- 
ously so at the end of the age, except 
from the inspired records of the He- 
brew Scriptures. I shall divorce the sub- 
ject as far as possible from any discus- 
sion of the millennium and messianic 
reign of Christ and confine this article 


to the teaching of the Old Testament.” 

Dr. Smith contends that the land 
of Palestine is a Divine gift to Israel 
alone. He says that God's giving of 
Palestine to Israel is more frequently 
referred to than any other act of 
God toward Israel, even than the 
deliverance from Egypt or the prom- 
ise of a Messiah.” He declares that 
“in 141 passages of the Old Testa- 
ment (57 in Deuteronomy alone) 
God is said to give the land of Cana- 
an, the Land of Promise, to His peo- 
ple Israel—a truth declared from the 
call of Abraham (Gen. 12:7) to the 
exilic prophecy of Ezekiel 11: 17.” 
He cites references from Genesis, 
Deuteronomy, and other books to 
verify the permanence of God's gift 
to Israel. Genesis 13:15, for example: 


“For all the land which thou seest, 
to thee will I give it, and to thy seed 
for ever.” 

Dr. Smith holds that Israel's res- 
toration is predicted and that her 
disobedience does not void the gift 
of the land. He writes: 


“Even when Israel's future rebelli- 
ousness is spoken of, Scripture clearly 
predicts that after a period of judg- 
ment Israel shall be permanently 
restored: 

“*And Jehovah will scatter you among 
the nations, whither Jehovah shall lead 
you away. ... But from thence ye 
shall seek Jehovah thy God, and thou 
shalt find him, when thou searchest 
after him with all thy heart and with 
all thy soul. When thou art in tribula- 
tion, and all these things are come 
upon thee, in the latter days thou shalt 
return to Jehovah thy God, and heark- 
en unto his voice: for Jehovah thy God 
is a merciful God; he will not fail thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
covenant of thy fathers which he sware 
unto them.’” (Deut. 4:27-31.) 

In support of his point, Dr. Smith 
quotes also from Amos 9, Jeremiah 
32, Ezekiel 11, Isaiah 60, and Joel 
3: 20. He then adds: 

“This promise to Israel of Palestine 
as a permanent possession, often re- 
peated in the Old Testament, is at no 
time canceled. .. . 

“If we take the unauthorized liberty 
of canceling these prophecies, why may 
we not with equal liberty cancel any 
other prophecy with which a particular 
theory would lead us to disagree? The 
promises regarding Canaan were made 
to one nation, Israel, and to no other; 
if this land is ever to enjoy the prophe- 
sied blessings, it will be only as be- 
lieving Israel again inhabits that sa- 
cred territory.” 
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Dr. Smith regards the migration 
of Jews to the Zionist Israeli State 
as a fulfillment of the prophecies 
concerning Israel’s return to the 
Promised Land. This is quite clear 
from the concluding section of his 
article from which we quote as fol- 
lows: 


“For centuries the scattered and per- 
secuted people of Israel have looked 
toward Palestine with hope and ex- 
pectation and with a prayer that God 
would restore them to the land prom- 
ised to the patriarchs for a perpetual 
possession... . 

“ ,.. Even before a powerful league 
of nations or royal commissions, the 
Jewish people plead not a mere hope 
or imaginary right but these prophetic 
Scriptures. In 1937, David Ben-Gurion, 
chairman of the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, was testifying be- 
fore the British Royal Commission. 
Lord Peel, chairman of the Commis- 
sion, had remarked, “The mandate is 
your Bible.’ To this Mr. Ben-Gurion re- 
plied: “The Bible is our mandate. The 
mandate of the League is only a recog- 
nition of this right and did not establish 
new things.’ 


“The proclamation of the state of 
Israel on May 14, 1948, began with 
these stirring words: “The land of Is- 
rael was the birthplace of the Jewish 
people. Here their spiritual, religious 
and national identity was formed. Here 
they achieved independence and 
created a culture of national and uni- 
versal significance. Here they wrote 
and gave the Bible to the world. Exiled 
from Palestine, the Jewish people re- 
mained faithful to it in all the countries 
of their dispersion, never ceasing to 
pray and hope for their return and the 
restoration of their national freedom.’ 

“Finally, the last eight years testify 
that Palestine needed the Jews for 
prosperity and plenty. Anyone who saw 
the pitiful barrenness and poverty of 
that land even thirty years ago, and 
has seen the land more recently, recog- 
nizes that the Arab was a curse to the 
land, showing no advancement in agri- 
cultural methods for two thousand 
years .... 

“The names of Palestine, the prophe- 
cies regarding Palestine, the disappoint- 
ing history of the Jews in Palestine in 
ancient times and events in the newly 
created state of Israel bear a united, 
indisputable testimony to the fact that 


the greatest glory this land has ever 
seen will yet be unfolded. . .. No 
anti-Semitism, no wars, no unbelief, no 
pogroms, not Antichrist himself will be 
able to prevent the fulfillment of these 
Divinely given promises.” 


What shall we do when good men 
disagree? Here we have presented 
opposing views from two good and 
scholarly men on a subject which, 
even within the next few months, 
may be a determining factor in the 
fate of many nations and millions 
of Christian people. Spirit-filled men 
ought to be in agreement on a ques- 
tion about which the Bible speaks 
so frequently and plainly. If they 
are not so agreed, then it is evident 
that “the unity engendered by the 
Holy Spirit” has not prevailed. 

Would you say that one man is 
right and the other wrong? That 
both are wrong? Or that both are 
partly right and partly wrong? 

Next month, if the Lord wills, we 
shall try to discover what is at the 
root of their divergent views con- 
cerning Israel.

the Israel question. But I must say in all sincerity that the 
policy of extrusion into which Nasser’s ambitions have en- 
couraged you is simply ‘not on.’ You need the West. The 
West needs you. And to Israel I would say: I sympathize 
deeply with the desire of the Jews throughout the world 
to return to the land of promise after so many years of 
exile. But remember the curse of Naboth’s vineyard. It 
would be an ill chance which brought you back to the 
land of your fathers if you incurred the curse of Jezebel. 

“Be gentle to Ishmael for he is your brother. Let not the 
ripening of the harvest you gather from the deserts 
you have reclaimed be at the expense of those who dwelt 
in the land for centuries. Resettle the refugees. Offer them 
generous terms or compensation. It would be a small price 
to pay for the good will of your neighbors.” 


Alternately, Britain and America find themselves ac- 
cused of having been responsible for the creation of 
Israel. Indeed, Colonel Nasser’s recent description— 
to visiting Soviet journalists—of Israel as “a spring- 
board for Imperialist activities” shows that the bogey 
of Israel as “a bridgehead for Western colonizing pow- 
ers’ is still being kept alive. 

France never had any part in Palestine, her interests 
being confined to Syria. Britain, having made a ges- 
ture of good will in making the Balfour Declaration, 
spent 28 years steadfastly opposing the creation of a 
Jewish state in the Holy Land. American presidents 
doubtless felt the pressure of the Jewish vote from 
time to time in efforts to harness the power of the 
United States to the chariot of Zionist aspirations. The 
truth of the matter is that the Israeli state—as the 
Prophetic Scriptures clearly foretold—is the creation of 
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a minority among the Jews. who are merely a remnant 
of the whole Israel people. Ezekiel 11: 15 is the key to 
the prophecies which make this fact abundantly clear. 

The hard core of the trouble is that the ideal of 
militant Zionism is based upon a false conception of the 
Messiah and of the destiny of the Jews, per contra 
the national identity of “all the House of Israel wholly.” 
What the world is now about to see is what happens 
when the force of Arab nationalism finally forces a 
showdown with the implacable obstacle of Zionist ex- 
pansionist ambitions. 

Someone once asked Professor Wheeler what would 
happen if an irresistible force met an immovable object 
and he penetratingly replied that it would pass through 
the object without making any hole. As a counterblast 
to this ingenious answer, someone present might have 
ventured to inquire: “Would it make a lot of noise?” 

Today it can be asserted with conviction that when 
the noise and shock-wave of Armageddon have passed 
away into the annals of recorded history, no trace of a 
Jewish state in the Holy Land, nor of Arab national- 
ism, will be found. Both will have disappeared in the 
shock of headlong impact in order that something better 
may take the place of both; not another vacuum, but 
the laying of a foundation in Zion for the establish- 
ment of the Millennial Reign of Christ—the true Mes- 
siah—throughout the earth. In the fulfillment of that 
dream or vision the deepest interests and spiritual 
well-being of all mankind will find realization. 
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The Global Drama

February 1, 1957 
URING the opening weeks of 1957 the world 
trembled on the very brink of the climactic 
Middle Eastern denouement foretold by the 
inspired Biblical prophets. Beneath surface manifesta- 
tions of uneasy calm, vast events were brewing. Earn- 
est maneuvering by Western statesmen, coupled with 
the pottering efforts of the UN, only served to gloss 
over the crisis without in the least resolving the basic 
tensions. 

The Washington administration, discovering in great 
consternation that a power vacuum existed in the 
Middle East after they themselves had forced Britain 
and France to withdraw from Egypt, rushed to Con- 
gress with a request for authority to employ American 
forces and funds in the strategically vital area. The 
awakening came far too late. By conspiring to demolish 
British and French prestige in the Middle East and 
North Africa, the Eisenhower administration had itself 
flashed the green light for stepped-up Soviet economic 
and military penetration. 

With the climax of the ages at the very doors, the 
application of Biblical time-measures demonstrates, 
with ever-greater clarity and emphasis, the sweep and 
unity of the Divinely-directed drama. As the action 
unfolds, the whole complex pattern interlocks perfectly 
with the basic “check points” in history and the Great 
Pyramid chronograph. 

The Russian grip on Syria tightened on December 
31 when a leftist and pro-Soviet cabinet took office. 
On the same day Indonesian President Sukarno pro- 
claimed a state of war and siege in South Sumatra, 
extending the emergency decree already in effect in 
two of the three regions comprising North Sumatra. 

The time-pattern marking these events underscores 
the precise interrelation between global travail and the 
atomic arms race. December 31 fell 666 days lunar 
after March 15, 1955 when Great Britain announced 
development of a cheap H-bomb. The number 666, sig- 
nifying the “perfection of imperfection,” is the num- 
berical symbol for man’s materialistic world order 
arrogantly erected without recourse to God's guiding 
spirit. 

Amplifying this same chronological theme is the 
interval of 420 days lunar extending from December 
31 to February 18, 1958. Since 420 is one-sixth of the 
2520-day Biblical trial or probation period, it marks 
events which carry forward the “trial of judgment” 
now sweeping the human world order (6) to destruc- 
tion. The February 1958 terminal date will be 2 x 2300 
days (cleansing) after the first American atomic bomb 
test on July 16, 1945 (Chart XVI). 
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Egypt, on January 1, canceled the 1954 treaty grant- 
ing Great Britain the right to use bases in the Suez 
Canal Zone if Turkey or any Arab state were attacked. 
The move came precisely 2 x 1600 days lunar (judg- 
ment) after May 14, 1948 when the Zionist state was 
proclaimed and the Arab-Jewish war began. No less 
significant is the doubled desolation interval (2 x 1290 
days) separating January 1 from December 9, 1949 
when the UN voted international control of Jerusalem 
(bottom of Chart XVI). 

The UN and Egypt on January 4 reached agreement 
on procedure for clearing the Suez Canal. This was 
1260 (tribulation) plus 666 days after September 27, 
1951 when Iran took over the British installations at 
Abadan. January 4 also fell 1040 days (fruition) after 
the United States first tested a deliverable H-bomb 
on March 1, 1954 (Chart XVI). Note the doubled in- 
terval of cleansing and Divine intermediation separat- 
ing March 1, 1954 from September 15-16, 1936 when 
the Great Pyramid’s Hall of Judgment epoch opened. 

Appearing before a joint session of Congress on 
January 5, President Eisenhower requested extraordi- 
nary powers to hold the line against Communism in 
the Middle East and if necessary to oppose direct or 
indirect Communist aggression with American armed 
force. Unexplained in the urgent Eisenhower appeal 
was how intervention in the Middle East, condemned 
as indefensible and intolerable when undertaken by 
Britain and France, became right and desirable when 
practiced by the United States. 

The Eisenhower appeal came exactly 2 x 1290 days 
(desolation) after December 13, 1949 when the Jews 
proclaimed Jerusalem their capital and 1260 days lunar 
(tribulation) after Russia exploded her first H-bomb 
on August 12, 1953. Noteworthy too is the interval of 
1600 plus 10 x 153 days separating January 5 from 
the June 11, 1948 Palestine truce. This time-factor 
(the number of judgment plus ten times the number 
of the elect) applies to related developments at suc- 
cessive stages of the judgment process. (For examples, 
refer to page 320 in Destiny for September 1951.) In 
the instance at the top of Chart XVII, both the initial 
and terminal dates mark ill-fated efforts to quench the 
flames of chaos in the Middle East. 

A 120-day warning period, extending forward from 
the Eisenhower appeal, terminates on May 5, 1957, 
which will be 1335 days solar after the August 20, 
1953 King’s Chamber terminal. This May date will 
bear close watching in view of the angelic admonition 
to Daniel: 


“Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days.” (Dan. 12: 12.) 


Finally, January 5 was 666 days solar before the 
forty-year generation, extending from the 1918 Armis- 
tice, closes on November 11, 1958 (top of Chart XVII). 

Reneging on earlier agreements, Egypt, on January 
7, threatened to bar Anglo-French shipping from the 
Suez Canal unless the Israelis evacuated the Gaza 
coastal strip. This was precisely 7 x 270 days solar 
(birth travail perfected) after October 8, 1951 when 
Egypt decided to abrogate her Suez and Sudan trea- 
ties with Great Britain. In addition, January 7 fell 
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1260 days (tribulation) after the Korean truce was 
signed on July 27, 1953 (center of Chart XVII). 

In Moscow, East Germany agreed to temporary sta- 
tioning of Russian troops on its soil in return for 
economic aid and complete control of air traffic to 
isolated Berlin. 

Soviet penetration into the Middle East proceeded 
apace. Official sources on January 9 disclosed an agree- 
ment under which Yemen would receive Czech arms. 
On the same day British Prime Minister Eden re- 
signed. The date was 666 days after March 15, 1955 
when Great Britain revealed the development of a 
cheap H-bomb (top of Chart XVI). Note especially 
that Prime Minister Eden was “displaced” exactly 666 
plus 2 x 286 days after the August 20, 1953 King’s 
Chamber terminal. 

Harold Macmillan became British Prime Minister 
on January 10. Meanwhile, London officials charged 
that Russia and Egypt were fomenting new trouble 
in the Middle East by advising Yemen in its border 
war with Britain’s Aden Protectorate. The develop- 
ments came 1260 plus 666 days after October 3, 1951 
when the British abandoned their oil installations at 
Abadan (bottom of Chart XVII). January 10 also fell 
precisely 1040 days (fruition) after March 7, 1954 
when Premier Nasser became military governor of 
Egypt. Note that the 1954 date was 10 x 1290 days 
(perfection in desolation) after the November 1918 
Armistice. 

UN Secretary-General Hammarskjold, on January 11, 
disclosed an agreement with Egypt giving the UN 
full freedom of operations in clearing the Suez Canal. 
This was 666 days lunar before October 29, 1958, 
which will be 1290 days (desolation) after the Ban- 
dung Conference opened on April 18, 1955. Follow 
out on Chart XVI (bottom) the outstanding pattern 
of Middle Eastern events unfolded by the three ter- 
minals of the 666 cycle extending to the 1958 date. 
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To round out the chronological picture, study this 
pattern in conjunction with the December 22 data 
noted on Chart XV in last month’s article. 

Egypt, on January 15, seized all foreign banks, in- 
cluding those of Britain and France, under provisions 
of “Egyptianization” laws requiring that all stock be 
transferred to Egyptians within five years. The move 
came exactly 1260 plus 666 days after October 8, 
1951, when Egypt decided to abrogate her Suez and 
Sudan treaties with Great Britain. Equally noteworthy 
is the 666-day interval separating the Egyptian bank 
seizure from November 11-12, 1958, which closes a 
forty-year generation after the 1918 Armistice (center 
of Chart XVII). 

In London, Great Britain, on January 15, charged 
that Yemen was launching armed attacks into the 
Aden Protectorate as a “tool” of Russia and Egypt. 

Russia and Red China, on January 18, jointly con- 
demned President Eisenhower's Mideast policy. They 
pledged to the people of that area “any necessary 
support” to avert aggression and interference in their 
affairs. This declaration, the Washington newsletter 
Human Events stated, constituted “a deadly serious 
and menacing warning of war. A Red attack on Korea, 
Formosa or, more likely, Viet-Nam may prove the 
1957 counterpart of Pearl Harbor. Or there might be a 
simultaneous Red attack on Iran and Viet-Nam.” 

Significantly, the Chou-Bulganin declaration came 
exactly 1290 days lunar (desolation) after the Korean 
truce was signed on July 27, 1953 (lower half of 
Chart XVII). 

Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Syria agreed on January 
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19 to give Jordan 36 million dollars during each of the 
next ten years to replace the subsidy formerly received 
from Britain. The date fell 666 days solar after March 
15, 1955 and 1040 days solar (fruition) after the 
March 1, 1954 American H-bomb test (Chart XVI). 
Note the significant sequence of Middle Eastern de- 
velopments unfolded by the three terminals of the 666 
cycle extending from the March 1955 milepost. 

Russia, on January 23, warned the United States 
against setting up nuclear weapon and missile bases 
in other countries. The Soviet statement also hinted 
that Russia was ahead of the United States in missile 
development. It came precisely 1260 days (tribula- 
tion) after the first Soviet H-bomb test (Chart XVII). 

In Jerusalem, Israeli Premier Ben-Gurion asked the 
UN to demilitarize the Sinai Desert, but declared 
that Israeli forces would remain in the Gaza Strip. 

Arrival of more Soviet “experts” to train Egyptian 
troops in the use of Russian arms was reported on 
January 24. Meanwhile, the Egyptian press lashed out 
with increasing belligerency at the Israeli refusal to 
yield the Gaza Strip. The developments came 1600 
days (judgment) after General Naguib took over the 
Egyptian government on September 7, 1952. In addi- 
tion, January 24 fell 7 x 120 days lunar (warning per- 
fected) after October 19, 1954 when the agreement 
providing for British evacuation of the Suez Canal 
Zone was signed. Finally, a 390-day Israel's chastise- 
ment interval separates January 24 from February 18, 
1958 (Chart XVI). 

As Middle East tension inched ominously upward, 
UN Secretary-General Hammarskjold, on January 25, 
reported that numerous legal and political barriers 
prevented the UN from accepting Israeli conditions for 
evacuating the Sinai Peninsula. The date was 1260 
days solar (tribulation) after the Korean truce was 
signed and 1040 solar (fruition) after Premier Nasser 
became military governor of Egypt. January 25 also fell 
666 days lunar before the forty-year generation extend- 
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ing from the 1918 Armistice terminates on November 
11-12, 1958. 

Note from Chart XVII the remarkable sequence of 
events unfolded by the three terminals of the 666 pat- 
tern extending to November 11-12, 1958. In Biblical 
symbology, Egypt connotes the materialistic economic 
world order destined to be swept away in the climac- 
tic tribulation. The number 666 is the corresponding 
chronological symbol. Will the chain of events set in 
motion on these January dates completely overthrow 
the economic world-system during the final 666 days of 
“this generation” covering the forty years from No- 
vember 1918 to November 1958? 

Rejecting Western compromise proposals, the Is- 
raelis, on January 31, refused to give up the Gaza Strip 
or admit UN forces to the demilitarized El] Auja area 
south of Gaza. This portentous decision came precisely 
1260 days (tribulation) after the August 20, 1953 King’s 
Chamber terminal (top of Chart XVII). 

The tindery Middle Eastern impasse, fraught. with 
explosive potentialities, kept all those attuned to the 
prophetic significance of world trends in a state of 
unceasing alertness and expectancy. Mighty events 
foreshadowed by the opening days of fateful 1957 will 
catch up all nations into the cataclysmic climax. 

But the ordeal of tribulation and chastisement is 
neither unending nor purposeless. Travail will continue 
only until the human world order is displaced and 
destruction wreaked upon those usurpers who have 
made the Holy Land a place of violence and blood- 
shed. As the Lord declared through the Prophet 
Zechariah: 

“It will be inhabited, and there will be no more destruc- 
tion,—but Jerusalem shall be inhabited in security.” (Zech. 
14: 11, Ferrar Fenton Trans.)

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
‘“Judah"’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: *‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.” 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks"’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, “‘Find this 
people’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples in whose history the prophecies of the 
Scriptures pertaining to the House of Israel are all 
being fulfilled today. 

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God.
